In relerrlnt; to the difference ' be 
t ween collefsos in America and those 
in Burop«;, Mj-. llutclilson slated tliat 
1 bough American colleges are leputéd 
lo li."jvi- .--ueb an amount of iiiidererad 
uale independence, it was rather In 
eonsiirtent to reconcile this statement 
with the fact that American instltu- 
llons givv absoliJtely no liberty as re- 
gards lectures, but usually loice com 
Jiulsory lecturus and com'pulsory al- 
lendiuice at ohapci on the student. 

"In America, and sayine this I in- 
clude CeuiiMja, the sport student is a 
in'cdomi«ant cliaracter in the colleges. 
This attitude of mind of the student 
towards athletics is vei-y fine, but il 
is carried to quite absurd extremes in 
some carf>es. A tew days ago 1 was :lI 
(Jolgatc Collegi', and those pooi>le have 
Kalnod a reputation for being qulio 
religious, by having compulsory ohapcl. 
^'ol on the monnlni? of the great rug-by 
Kame which they were to play, (he 
chapel was held as usual, but instead 
of being devoted to the religion -which 
lolates to the Deity, It was devoted 
to the religion of Spi"^— lor the chapel 
resolved itself into a chew practice!"

.Siieaking on an appropriate subject 
before a large aNseinbly of the ,Mcdl 
Ciil Undergraduates .Society, Doctor L, 
II. .McICIm delivered .1 splendid ad 
dress last night at the New .Medical 
Building on "The Early Years of 
I'lactlce." 

Tlîose medical students who have 
already had the fortune of meeting 
this surgeon in the wards . and out- 
doors of the .Montreal General Hospl 
tal, agiiln had tli.' pleiisure of renew 
Ing the friendship and of hearing the 
pithy remarks of this gonial instriic 
tor. Doctor lIcKIni is a very good re 
presentative of a class of experienced 
clinical teachers who are inlnicd with 
the right Idea of what ;;riidUiito.s In 
medicine ought to know at I he thres- 
hold of medical practice. Some of 
these points of essential medical 
knowledge were clearly and .slmpl.v 
elucidated before an appreciative aud- 
ience. 

,The honorary councillor of the So- 
ciety began by giving good councel. 
He advised all the students of the 
clinical yeai^s not to miss any of the 
hospital clinics. Each of the latter has 
always a point or two that is of in- 
estimatlblc value to the student. 

Jîmergency cases in Surgery, .Medl- 
cine' and ObHtitrlcs were briefly dis- 
cussed, though enough was said to 
make plain the Issues at stiike. While 
the students must do a lot of reading 
In the preliminary years, he must 
soon make an effort to store In his 
nind, knowledge and treatment of 
emergency cases, in actual practice 
one haa often no time at all for re 
forencc to books or notes; what has 
to be done, must be done quickly; and

Assistants Association 



CO-OPERATION URGED 



Assistants .are Warned 
Against the Dangers of 
Unionism 



A meeting of the Dental A.ssistant.s 
Association was held last niglil at 
their hciidquarlers on St. Iluberl .St.. 
and a large number of dental assis- 
tants were present. 

The Pre.slilciil. Mine. Ouy Introduced 
the first .Mpeiiker. Ijr. IC. Dubeau, who 
l.s a nienibor of the Dental Faculty of 
the University of .Montrc;U. 

Dr. Dubcau began with an outline 
on the probable career of such an as 
sociatlon. He said it was » means of 
getting together dental assistants 
throughout the city, that they might 
thereby aid one another and the pub- 
lic. One of the objects of the asso- 
ciation would be to combat lgnor.ancc 
which Is so rampant. There .u'c good 
and bad dentists, he said. The public 
should learn to ciiose. Further, the 
public, for the most part is Ignortant 
of the state of their own personal 
health. To dispell the disbelief and 
lack of confidence In good dentists Is 
:i noble object. The end In view should 
1)0 Hclcntific benefit to mankind. It is 
a great enterprise, but progress should 
be sli/w and sure. In concluding, Dr. 
Dubcau emphasized the need of more 
preventive dentistry. 

The next speaker was Dr. A. I,. 
Wal.sh, Director of the clinic at the 
.Montreal Gcner.%1 Hospital. In opening 
he stated that ha thought a few sug- 
gestions perhaps necessary. There 
\vere French and English dentists. 
There were Ca.thoIiCj_ Jewish, and Pro- 
testant dentis'tsT TÎi'e "âsiîociatlons 
must keej) in view thi.s diversity In 
race and creed and -not allow it to 
ciiii.se disruption within the associa- 
tion. The object must be co-operation. 
Then there is tho mercenary side to be 
considered. 

Dr. Wiilsli felt ho could not warn 
Ihe association too heitrtlly against the 
dangers that lay in the path of all who 
tend toward Unionism as such. Co- 
operation was absolutely necessary for 
the advancement of dental science and 
technique. But the association should 
not try to become a union for the ad- 
vancement of salaries. . 

Then there are individual economic 
advantages which are to bo won by 
CO. operation. First there Is group in- 
surance. Then the members of the 
association might do iis many of the 
Protestant teachers in the city have 
done; produce a pension system among 
themselves. Ijastly there was the pos- 
sibility of bringing prominent dentists 
to speak and hold table clinics before

what will b,- done, will depend on the 
cireinnstanccs of the case and on tjie 
experience of the practitioner. And 
his treatment will depend on his 
ability to think and act with preci 
sion, as well an on his previous know 
ledge or experience, it Is impos.slble 
to read up everything. That Is why 
the first essential is a knowledge of 
the preliminary' sciences, especially 
Anatom^' and Physiology. That is 
uliy al.-^u, that it Is ju.st n.s important 
lo learn ir> think and to .ict quickly as 
well as currpcliy. One of very early 
acquire the knack of arriving at a 
sound and logical conclusion. All this 
is especially indicated in eincrueney 
niedUal cases like diphtheria and the 
other ai'Ute infections dlsejises. as well 
as in the .surgical ca-^es of fracture, 
haemorrhage, acute abdominal con- 
ditions and in the treatment of grast- 
rlc ulcer or .strangulated hernia. 

Dr. McKim g^avc the siudonl as- 
sembly some general advice on the 
use of the Esrnarch and the tourni- 
quet In ^emergency cajcs of haemor- 
rhage In the proximal halves of the 
extremities. He also 'pointed out the 
difference between the true and the 
reverse Colles and Potts fractures. 

In discussing some emergency hints 
for practitioners away from city or 
liu#ital conveniences, the surgeon 
Mjioke of the use of whisky bbmc, gin, 
high wine, or gasoline as antiseptics 
in emergency surgical dressing'; as 
well as the use of ordinary aoap in 
both dressing and instrumental clean- 
ing. In the sumc regard he mentioned 
the use of the Pillow an<l Newspaper 
splints in the cases of fracture of 
limb.s, the latter splint being of es- 
pecial use in the Colles. In a clavlcu 
ar fracture a good and serviceable 
cro.ss-plece could be obtained In the 
form of a stave from a flour barrel. 
These and other practical hints con- 
cluded the lecture.
